2 . Application . -- These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3 . Classification , Scale of pay , Method of Recruitment, Age - limit, etc . The 
classification of the said post , the scale of pay, method of recruitment, age- limit 
and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 13 of 
the said schedule : 

Provided that the upper age - limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
rclaxed in the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the general 
orders of the Government of India issued from time to time. 

Disqualification . - - ( a ) No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living marries in any case in which such marriage is vold by 
reason of its taking place during the life- time of guch spouse , shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post ; and ( b ) no woman whose marriage is void by 
reason of the husband having a wife living at the time of such marriage or who has 
married a person who has a wife living at the time of such marriage , shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post :

1. ( 1) These rules may be called the Central Vigilance Commission ( Staff ) 
Rules , 1964 , 


12 ) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 19th February , 1964. 

2. In these rules , " Vigilance Commission " means the Central Vigilance Com 
mission jet up under the Resolution of the Government of India , Ministry of Home 
Affairs , No. 24 / 7 / 64 -AVD , dated the 11th February , 1964. 


3 . The staff of the Vigilance Commission shall consist of a Secretary and such 
number OC Deputy Secretaries, Under Secretaries , Commissioners for Depart 
mental Enquiries and other officers and employees as the Central Government 
may , in consultation with the Vigilance Commission , from time to time deter 
mine. 


4 . ( 1 ) Recruitment to any post or class of posts in the Vigilance Commission 
may be made by any one or more of the following methods, namely : 

(1) or promotion of a person employed in the Vigilance Commission ; 
( ii ) by transfer or deputation of a person serving in connection with the 

affairs of the Union or a State ; 
( 111 ) by temporary appointment of a person for a specified period , serving 

in a statutory body, or a body corporate owned or controlled by the 

Central Government or by a State Government; 
( iv ) by direct recruitment including appointment on contract basis for a 

specified period . 
( 2 ) Tre method or methods by which any post or class of posts may be filled , 
the proportion of vacancies to be Alled by each method , and in case of appoint 
ment by promotion , the class of officers who shall be eligible for such appoint 
ment and the conditions subject to which they shall be eligible , shall be such 
ay the Central Government may , in consultation with the Vigilance Commission , 
and the Unlon Public Service Commission ( in relation to Class I and Class IT 
posts ) , determine from time to time.
